The Work of Tearing ,Down the Old 





Building Started on Monday. 


The work of tearing down the build 


‘ing, known as the Brisco opera house 


Was commenced on Monday, under the 
supervision of Mr, Geo, A.’ Cliff. The 
work is being rapidly pushed along and 
if the weather continues favorable, the 
process of rebuilding will be commenc- 
ed Saturday on the first of next week. 
The structure will be completely de- 
molished with the exception of the 
west wall, and all things being favor- 
able a modern and up-to-date building 
will replace the old one in the course 
of six or eight weeks. The new build- 
ing will be between six and eight feet 
wider than the old one, and the walls 
will be raised so that the roof will be 
on an even pitch with the buildings on 
the west side of it, thus doing away 
with the gully which always existed 
between the two buildings. The stage 
opening will be about two feet wider 
each way. All the old wooden struc- 
tures in the rear of the building, be- 
tween the opera and the hotel, will be 
and nice comfortable dress- 
rooms built under the stage. The 
antes portion of the new building 
will have a separate exit from the 
main body of the hall, and vo be 
eleveted about two feet higher than 
the old one. Mr. Brisco also intends 


having several emergency exists on 
the east side, The building will 
be made as near fireproof as_ is 


| possible and when completed will be a 
‘fine, structure in every particular. 

Jack Frost will be driven from the 
building during the witer season by 
the installation of a modern steam 
heating plant. Mr. Robert Pybus will 
have charge of the mason work, while 
Mr. Geo. A. Cliff will superintend the 
carpentering part of it, and as both

DEVICE TO RECOVER GOLD. 


_— ' 
Sunk 100 Years Ago in a British 
; Warship. | 

To the mouth of the River Colne, 
off Brightlingsee, England, an ex- 
traordinary machine was towed 
and anchored the other day. It is 
t~ be used in a final attempt to re- 
cover the $2,500,v00 treasure of 
gold, in coins and bars, which is 
said to have gone down in the Brit- 
ish warship Lutine in 1797, near the 
Island of Terschelling, off the cost 
cf Holland. 

A portion of the treasure has 
Leen recovered, but an ordinary 
dredging plant is now useless, as 
the vessel has sunk into- the sand. 
The new device is a great steel tube 
nearly 100 feet in length, and wide 
enough to allow a man to walk erect 
down its centre. At one end is a 
metal chamber provided with win- 
dews and doors, and at the other 
u medley of giant hooks and other 
tackle. 

The appartus has just been com- 
pleted, after years of work, by! 
Messrs. Forrest and Co., shipbuild-| 
ers, in their Wyvenhoe yard. ‘‘One. 
end of the tube,’’ explained a mem- | 
iber of the firm, ‘‘will be clamped| 
ite the side of a steamship or barge. | 
The other end, by means of* water’ 
ballast tanks, will be sunk until it: 
| touches the bottom. Then, by means) 
| of compressed air, all the water will 
| be forced from the chamber at the 
‘kcttom of it, which will be flush) 
{upon the bed of the sea. 
| ‘‘Divers will walk down a stair-|

way in the centre of the tube until | 
'they reach the submerged chamber. |

A WALKING GALLOWS 


The Horrible Deeds of Lieutenant 
Hepenstall. 


HANGED MEN FROM HIS NECK 


This Handsome but Brutal Giant of 
the Wicklow Militia Was the Most 
Cold Blooded and Eccentric Execu- 
tioner That Has Ever Existed, 


Among the examples and records of 
British tyranny during the terrible 
year 1798 there is none more extraor- 
dinary, according to a writer in an 
Ienglish magazine, than that of Lien- 
tenant Edward Hepenstall, known by 
the nickname of: “the walking gal- 
lows,” for such he certainly was, lit- 
crally and practically.

cord of a drum to be taken off and 
then, rigging up a running noose, 
would proceed to hang each in turn 
across his athletic shoulders until the 
Victims had been slowly strangled to 
death, after which he would throw 
down his load and take up another. 

The “walking gallows” was clearly 
both a new and simple plan and a 
mode of execution not nearly so 
tedious or painful as a Tyburn or Old 
Bailey hanging. It answered his 
majesty’s service as well as two posts 
and a crowbar. When a rope was not 
at hand Hepenstall’s own silk cravat, 
being softer than an ordinary halter, 
became a merciful substitute. 

In pursuance of these benevolent in- 
tentions the HNeutenant would frequent- 
ty administer an anaesthetic to his 
trembling victim—in other words, he 
Would first knock him silly with a 
blow. His garters then did the duty 
as handcuffs, and the cravat would be 
slipped over the condemned man’s 
neck. 

Whenever he had an unusually pow- 
erful victim to do with, Hepenstall 
took a pride in showing his own 
strength. With a dexterous lunge of 
lis body the lieutenant used to draw 
up the poor devil’s head as high as his 
own and then, when both were cheek 
by jowl, begin tp trot about with his 
burden like a jolting cart horse until 
the rebel had no further solicitude 
about sublunary affairs. It was after 
one of these trotting executions, which 
hud taken place in the barrack yard 
adjoining Stephen's green, that Hep- 
penstall acquired the surname of “the 
walking gallows.” He was invested 
with it by the gallery of Crow Strect 
theater, Dublin. 

At the trial of a rebel in that city 
the lieutenant, undergoing cross exam- 
ination, admitted the aforementioned 
details of his method of hanging, and 
ord Norbury, the presiding judge, 
warmly complimented him on his loy- 
alty and assured him that he had been 
euilty of no act which was not natural 
to a zealous, loyal and efficient officer. 

Lieutenant Hepenstall, however, did 
not long survive his hideous practice. 
Ile died in 1804, Owing to the odium 
in which he was universally held, the 
authorities arranged that his funeral 
should take place secretly, while a

stone would be suitably inscribed by 
the following epitaph:

mi‘k is not caused by a diseasn-pro- 
ducing germ, but by one that lives in 
water, and is not at all dangerous from

Or man. So that this k nd of ropy 
milk is not caused by a diseased cou- 
dition of the cow, nor wil! it cause 
any disease in man, but owing to its 
disgusting appearance, the slimy, ropy 
stuff thrown away by the house:

it is told that his milk is not wanted

how the milk becomes sticky or ropy, 
it issimply because millions of these 
germs with their sticky, slimy cover- 
ings have developed in the miik, until 
the milk is practicully notbing but a 
mass of them 

At the farms at which investiga- 
tious were carried on, the cattle on ip- 
Spection appeared to be all right, and 
samples o! their milk tested were 
proven to be fiee from the trouble. 
Samples of water from the weils, cis- 
terns and coolivg vats proved these to 
be the source of the trouble in every 
instance. In one case, the barnyard

William II. probably writes more 
letters than any other living mon- 
arch. From the early morning, 
when he goes over his mail and the 
State despatches, making copious 
marginal notes in pencil, until he 
retires for the night he is constant- 
ly jotting down his thoughts, writ- 
ing or dictating letters, or annotat- 
ing new books. He frequently is 
seen at receptions or military re- 
views making a note on his shirt 
cuff. He abhogs fountain pens and 
swears by the old-fashioned quill of 
our grandfathers. : 

The Kaiser’s handwriting is large, 
bold and flourishing, and, in ac- 
cordance with his habit of dashing 
down his thoughts as they come in- 
to his head, often extremely illeg- 
ible.

It is very 
rare that he ever breaks off a let- 
ter he has once begun, nor is he 
content, like the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, for instance, to have his 
letters written by a private secre- 
tary according to his instructions, 
but writes personally every line 


‘‘T have seen letters of the Emper- 
or on topics of history or art, 
twelve to eighteen pages long. It 
is well known that the monarch, to 
save time, always makes his notes 
in shortened form, leaving out the 
vowels thus: ‘fligdr Adlr’ for ‘flie- 
gender Adler,’ etc. In letters, how- 
ever, he always tries to abandon 
this practice, chiefly because he 
wishes to be quite clear, but some- 
times in his haste he abbreviates 
all the same. The Emperor even 
addresses his letters himself nearly 
always, and absolutely in full; the 
addressee never wants a title.

When Admiral Dewey had de- 
stroyed the Spanish figet in Manila 
Bay, on May 1, 1908, and approach- 
ed the delicate problem of bring- 
ing about the surrender of the city 
of Manila on his terms, he used as 
an agent for that purpose a British 
shipmaster, whose name _ has not 
been mentioned in any published 
report, official or unofficial, of those 
events, according to The New York 
Herald. 


INCIDENT WAS FORGOTTEN. 


It may have been due to an over- 
tight on the part of those with 
whom he dealt directly, or it may 
be that the incident became lost or 
minimized amid the miles of red 
tape with which War Department 
matters are bound.

Parsimoniousness in Diet May Lead 
to Serious Results, 
‘ He Says. 


At the annual congress of the 
Reyal Institute of Public Health, at 
Byxton, England, Sir James Crich- 
ton Browne, president of the Pre- 
ventive Medicine section, delivered 
au address on parsimony in nutri- 
tion, in which he deprecated the 
present tendency to abstemiousness 
in diet as an offset to ‘‘over feed- 
ing,’’ while he uttered a warning to 

‘record-breaking’ athletes. 

Sir James Crichton Browne 
Fointed out that physiologists and 
medical men of high authority are 
preaching not merely simplicity of 
diet, but a degree of abstemious- 
ness that would hitherto have been 
regarded as dangerous. Chronic 
over-feeding or the habitual inges- 
tion of an excessive amount of nu- 
triment was one vf the burning 
questions of the hour. 


MEAT EATERS RULE THE 
WORLD. 


The campaign against overfeeding 
was all very well, but we need not 
substitute for it, or rashly accept, 
the new and startling standards 
prescribed for us. He proceeded 
adversely to. criticize the declara- 
tion of Professor Chittendon that 
the daily amount of proteid or al- 
buminous food required for the 
maintenance of health and vigor is 
not more than one-half that regard- 
ed as necessary, Vitality and en- 
ergy might almost be measured by
